WASHINGTON, July 18—Presi- 
dent Truman vetoed the Republi- 
can four-billion-dollar tax reduc- 
tion bill for the second time today. 
He told Congress in a sharp mes- 
sage that “this is still the wrong 


kind of tax reduction and this is 
still the wrong time to provide 
for tax reduction.” 


The House immediately voted | 


299 to 108 to override the veto. 
With 63 Democrats joining 236 
Republicans in backing the bill, 
the vote was 28 more than the 
two-thirds majority needed to 
override. 

However, indications are that 
the Senate will sustain the Presi- 
dent and thus kill the bill. A two- 
thirds majority in both houses is 
mecessary to make a measure law 
after the President says no. 

Before the House voted, Chair- 
man Taft of the Senate Republi- 
can Policy Committee announced 
that the committee would press 
for a vote on the veto later in the 
day. The Senate passed the bill 
60 to 32, two votes short of two- 
thirds majority.

ent, the Federal Government is

UN HARMONY NOTE 


Greecé, Albania, Yugo- 
slavia, Bulgaria Pledge 
Co-Operation — 5 Ses- 
sions Set Next Week to 
Speed Solution.

LAKE SUCCESS, July 18 (AP) 
—The United Nations Security 
Council ended its general Balkan 
debate today and plunged imme- 


diately into the final phase of the 
case—a detailed discussion of the 
conflicting American and Russian 
Plans of action. 

The council agreed to United 
States demands that all other 
questions be sidetracked for the 
Balkan question. Five sessions 
were scheduled for next week in 
an effort to speed a sululion. 

As the general discussio..s came 
to a close, French Delegate Alex- 
andre Parodi called on the repre- 
sentatives of Greece, Albania, Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia to give as- 
surances of their co-operation and 
good will. 

Each of the four in turn ex- 
pressed a desire’ to see the prob- 
lem settled peacefully, and Parodi 
voiced his satisfaction that the 
debate had ended on a peaceful 
note rather than a note of mutual 
accusation. 

U.S. Plan to Be Voted on First. 

Oscar Lange of Poland, council 
president, said the United States 
proposal for creation of a semi- 
permanent »order watch along 
Greece’s northern frontier would 
be voted on first. 

Faris El Khoury of Syria then 
appealed for an effort to try to 
make the resolutions acceptable 
to all—or at least in such a way 
that the opponents. could dbstain 
—so that there would he no “dead- 
lock.” Discussion of the issue was 
adjourned after he spoke until 
Tuesday. | 
Meanwhilé, a United ‘Natfons 
team of on-the-spot investigators 
reported from Greece that it had 
“little first-hand evidence’ of an 
invasion of Greece by an “inter- 
national brigade.” 

A three-man U.N. investigating 
team reported its “preliminary” 
findings to the temporary United

$3,433,046,100 NAVY BILL

| Provides for Average Strength of 
| 395,000 Enlisted Men, 42,

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
President Truman today signed 
the bill giving the Navy $3,433,- 
046,100 for operations in the fiscal 
year that started July 1. 

The bill provides for a projected 
program supporting an average 
Navy strength of 395,000 enlisted 
men and 42,000 officers. It is about 
$244,000,000 below the President’s 
budget estimates. 

The new appropriation includes 
transfers of $164,280,000 from 
other Navy funds which could 
not be used for general purposes. 
In addition, it authorizes con- 
tract authority up to $248,000,000 
for the purchase of aircraft,

In the Senate a Maneuver was 
underway to tack most of the

Senate Republican leaders sent 
Truman’s request to the Senate 
Appropriations Committee with- 
out recommendation today. 

Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
chairman of the Republitan Pol- 
icy Committee, said the Presi- 
dent’s request was discussed at 
a meeting today but no conclu- 
sions were reached, 

Chairman Taber (Rep.), New 
York, of the House Appropriations 
Committee, who is. handling« the 
supplemental supply bill and who 
has assailed the President's plan 
as “scatterfire and poorly con- 
ceived,” said he was prepared to 
fight it on the floor and has “the 
necessary answers.” 

Not only has the program not 
been considered by congressional 
committees — it came to Congress 
only Wednesday—but it is “not 
consistent with the President’s 
past policy of freezing funds,” Ta- 
ber asserted.

Amount for Aid in Occu- 
pied Countries Is $175,- 
000,000 Less Than 
$725,000,000 Request- 
ed by Army. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (UP)— 
The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee today voted the administra- 
tion an additional $1,353,024,000 for 
foreign relief, including the full 
$400,000,000 requested for’ the 
Greek-Turkish aid program. 

The committee, however, cut 
$18,000,000 from the _ projected 
$350,000,000 post-UNRRA relief 
program for Poland, Italy, China, 
Hungary, Austria, Greece and Tri- 
este. The action apparently was 
aimed at benefits earmarked for 
the Communist-dominated coun- 
tries of Poland and Hungary. 

The relief funds were included 
in a bill carrying a total of $1,603,- 
199,094 in supplemental appropria- 
tions for the current fiscal] year. 
The House will debate the bill this 
afternoon and probably send it to 
the Senate by night. 

The bill carried $312,173,081 less 
than the administration requested. 
The proposed foreign relief pro 
gram was cut by $177,476,000, in- 
cluding a cut of $175,000,000 in the 
War Department request of $725,- 
000,000 for relief in the occupied 
areas of Germany, Japan, Austria 
and Korea. 

Former President Herbert Hoov- 
‘er appeared before the committee 
personally to urge approval of the 
full War Department request. 

Explanation of Cut, 

In making the $18,000,000 cut in| 
the fund for liberated countries, | 
the committee said that “this 
amount represented the sum in- 
tended to go to certain countries 
which have not shown a dispo- 
sition to comply with the require- 
ments of the act authorizing the 
appropriation.” 

The committee did not name 
the countries but presumably re- 
ferred to Poland and Hungary. 
The authorization act requires 
that the relief recipients be ad- 
vised that the goods came from 
the United States and that no part 
of it be given to persons other 
than those intended. 

The remaining item in the four- 
part foreign relief program, a re- 
quested appropriation of $73,361,- 
000 for United States participa- 
tion in the International Refugee 
Organization, was trimmed by the 
committee to $71,024,000. 

In backing the Army request 
of $725,000,000 for Germany, Aus- 
tria, Japan and Korea, Hoover 
told the committee that if the full 
amount were not appropriated 
now it would have to be done 
later. He said it would be better 
to do it now because this vould 
enable the @overnment to buy 
food and other relief supplies on 
@ long-term basis. 

The committee took the posi- 
tion, however, that the program 
should be considered on a 12- 
month basis rather than on a 15- 
month basis, as the Army recom- 
mended. 

The committee made it clear 
that it was approving the $400,- 
000,000 Greek-Turkish aid program 
with reservations,

The biggest threats to adjourn- 
ment on schedule are Senate- 
House arguments about how much 
Congress will allow regular Gov- 
ernment agencies to spend during 
the fiscal year that began 18 days 
azo. 

Normally these detailed money 
bills are cleared before July 1. 
But today only four of the 12 reg- 
ular department appropriations 
have cleared Congress. 

Still another stumbling block is 
the demand of Senator Kem of 
Missotrri and other Republicans 
for a Senate - investigation of 
Kem's ‘contention that Attorney 
General Clark sought to “white- 
wash” charges of vote frauds in- 
the Kansas City Democratic pri- 
mary last year. 

Intil this political hot potato 
is peeled or dropped, Senate busi- 
ness can be stalled under rules. 
permitting unlimited debate. 

Three separate arguments about 
appropriations are giving the 
most cause for concern, however. 
First, conferees on the farm 
funds bill failed to reach a final 
agreement yesterday when House 
members rejected five multi- 
million dollar Senate increases 
and returned to their end of the 
eapitol for instructions. 

Usually conference groups make 
every effort to compromise with- 
@ut going back for new orders. 

Next, a Senate-House group 
working on the Interior Depart- 
ment measure quit in what mem- 
bers termed a huff. Senators 
and Representatives said they 
could not approa@ch an agreement 
on three major reclamation and 
power projects. 

Finally, Senator Gurney (Rep.), 
South Dakota, promised a new 
field for the Senate-House econ- 
omy tussle by announcing that 
his appropriations subcommittee 
probably will add a large part of 
President Truman's $250,000,000 
flood control requect to a meas- 
ure in which similar funds pre- 
viously were slashed by the House. 


ORDER TO EVICT 
VETERAN. FAMILY 
FROM FLAT REFUSED 


Magistrate "3 J: Glennon McKenna 
today refused to issue an order 
for the eviction of a war veteran, 
his wife and their three children 
from their $13-a-month three-room 
fiat after the owner of the place 
testified he wanted the quarters 
so he and his family would have 
adequate room. 

The tenant, Paul Stovall, has 
lived at 2865 South Eighteenth 
street for about six years. Two 
years ago the building, a four-flat 
structure, was bought by Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Schoen, and they and 
their son moved to a flat on the 
game floor as that of the Stovalls. 

Mr. and Mrs. Schoen testified 
they had been forced to crowd five 
rooms of furniture into three, and 
that conditions were crowded. 
They said they were willing to 
give the Stovalls an additional 90 
days to move out, but that they 
wanted the space the tenants now 
occupy, for the, own use. 

Stovall, wnaah children range 
in age from 3 to 14 years, said he 
would move if able to do so, but 
had been unable to find another 
piace. Magistrate McKenna, in 
denying the order for eviction, 
f¢ommented that the additional 
room would “apparently be used 
chiefly to store furniture, and 
think the children deserve more 
consideration tham the furniture 
does.”

To aid in the building of an 
industrial training schoo] as a 
practical memorial to Booker T. 
Washington, most famous of Ne- 
‘gro educators and race leaders. 
the Booker T. Washington memo- 
rial half-dollars have been placed 
on sale at the Post-Dispatch 
cashier’ s counter, on the first floor 
of the Post- Dispatch building, 
‘Twelfth boulevard and Olive 
street, 5 
The 50-cent coins, bearing Dr. 
Washington's likeness, and struck 
off at the San Francisco mint, sell 
for $1 each. For collectors who 
prefer the imprint of the Denver 
mint, there are Denver-stamped 
coins, distinguished by a small D 
on the lower reverse side, which 
are $1.50 each. 
“From Slave Cabin to Hall of 
Fame” is the legend on the coin’s 
reverse side, and this is illustrated 
| log cabin, below, and the 
colonnade of the New York Uni- 
versity Hall of Fame, above. The 
‘name of Booker T. Washington 
is in large letters on both sides. 
Franklin County, Va., where the 
noted educator was born in slav- 
ery in 1859, will be .the location 
of the industrial school to serve 


as his memorial. Issuance of not 
more than 5,000,000 of the Memo- 
rial coins for this purpose was 
authorized in an act of Congress, 
approved Aug. 7, 1946. President 
Truman received three sets of the 
coins last Dec. 16. 

The coin is the first issued by 
the United States to bear the 
likeness of a Negro, and the first 
designed by a Negro. The designer 
is Isaac Hathaway, member of 
the faculty of Tuskegee Institute, 
Alabama school for Negroes found- 
ed by Dr. Washington. 

Executive offices of the memo- 
rial movement are in Rocky- 
mount, Va. The coins have had 
a large sale in several cities, the 
first to report being Washington, 
Pittsburgh and Richmond. 

The new Booker T. Washing- 
ton School of Industrial Training 
will be designed especially to meet 
needs shown in the war period. 
Many Negro veterans now can- 
not take advantage of the G.I. 
training program, because they 
have not educational qualifica- 
tions to meet high school and 
college requirements. It will help 
make. possible a more efficient 
labor supply for the area.

AFL URGES DONNELLY 
10 VETO MADISON BILL 


New Group’s First Action— 
Letter Says Measure Du- 
plicates Taft Law. 


The AFL Federation for Eco- 
nomic and Political Education, 
| created this week as an independ- 
ent political action organization 
‘here, fired its first gun today by 
requesting Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
to veto the Madison labor bill now 
awaiting his signature, 

The bill, which would become ef- 
fective Sept. 10, if approved, would 
bar jurisdictional and sympathy 
strikes, secondary boycotts and 
strikes by public employes. It 
would also require state supervi- 
sion of strike votes and would 
make labor contracts enforceable 
in the courts. 

In a letter to the governor, mem- 
bers of the federation pointed out 
that the proposed state law dupli- 
cates provisions of the federal 
Taft-Hartley Act and is therefore 
superfluous. 

A similar bill, the federation 
pointed out, recently was vetoed 
by the Governor of Ohio with the 
approval of Senator Robert A. 
Taft of that state who helped 
draft the federal law.

PERCH IN KITCHEN 
AT MEAL TIME

Kirkwood children’ clustered 
about the home of Mrs. Charles 
P. Schmitz today while “Red,” her 
pet young robin, chirped hungrily, 
demanding admission to the 
Schmitz home at 428 Clark av- 
enue, Kirkwood, and one of its 
daily feedings. 

Janna Dail, 7 years old, found 
the bird about five weeks ago. 
Then, about one week old, the 
robin had been severely injured, 
apparently pecked by a maraud- 
ing bird. She took it to Mrs. 
Schmitz, who gave the bird first 
aid and undertook the job of 
caring for it. 

The Schmitzes have been feed- 
ing the bird ever since, and their 
hardest job has been to keep

prepare itr daily food of liver, 
raw meat, berries and bread.

TWO GIANT ASIATIC 
LIZARDS TO REACH 
ZOO HERE TODAY 


61,,-Foot Animals in Group 
of Mammals, Reptiles, Birds 
Bought in East. 


Two giant Asiatic lizards, each 
six and one-half feet long, will be 
brought here from New-York to- 
day by Zoo Director George P. 
Vierheller, to be added to the 
animal collection at the Zoo in 
Forest Park. . 

The lizards, exceeded in size 
only by the dragon lizards of the 
East Indian island of Komodo, are 
a part of a group of mammals, 
reptiles and birds, native to Asia, 
Africa and South America which 
Vierheller recently purchased from 
éastern animal dealers. 

The Zoological Society of St. 
Louis, which has contributed a 
number of birds and snakes to the 
zoo in recent weeks, is donating 
four young Malayan sunbears, the 
first to be added to the collection 
hére since 1921. 

Among the other animals mak- 
ing the trip by train with Vier- 
heller are a pair of Chacma bab- 
oons, a male Bushbuck antelope 
and a pair of Springbuck ante- 
lopes from South Africa, a 14‘e- 
foot reticulated python, two blood 
pythons, a pair of pig-tailed ma- 
eaques and a wreathed hornbill 
from Asia, a pair of coscorobas, 
similar to geese, and four black- 
necked swans from South America, 


LAST 10 DIESELS 
FOR TERMINAL 
BEING DELIVERED 


Delivery of the last 10 diesel 
switch engines on order by the 
Terminal Railroad Associatio 
started this week, and when cael 
pleted in September will replace 
the last of the company’s smoke- 
producing steam switch engines 
in the Mill Creek Valley, Arm- 
strong Chinn, president,  an- 
nounced today. 

The first of six 1000-horsepower 
engines left the General Motors 
diesel plant at LaGrange, Ill., on 
Wednesday. The delivery sched- 
ule calls for one to be sent daily 
until the last of the six is deliv- 
ered. In September, four 660- 
horsepower engines are to be 
completed and sent here. The 
1000-horsepower units are for 
freight work, the others for pas- 
senger train switching. 

. When they are received, the 
road will have a total of 60 diesel 
engines in service. Steam _ loco- 
motives still in use will be in 
yards along the Mississippi river 
in North St. Louis. Chinn said 
the final group of 1000-horsepower 
engines would cost $89,500 each 
and the lighter ones $69,792 each. 

This is a price increase of $7900 
and $8900 per engine, - espectively, 
since the first diesels were bought 
in 1940. Diesel fuel oil has in- 
creased 65 per cent in price and 
coal 48 -per cent during the sume 
period, he said. The engines now 
being delivered will bring the Ter- 
minal’s investment in diesels to 
$4,568,132.

DETROIT MAYOR 
SIGNS ORDINANCE 
TO REDUCE SMOKE 


DETROIT, July 18 (UP) — De- 
troit’s anti-smoke ordinance be- 
came law yesterday after the 
measure had been passed by the 
council and signed by Mayor Ed- 
ward J. Jeffries. 

The law prohibits any smoke of 
greater density than that shown 
on the No. 2 Ringleman chart, ex- 
cept during brief periods when a 
fire is being kindled or an emer- 
gency arises. 

A second provision of the meas- 
ure provides that coal containing 
more than 23 per cent volatility 
cannot be sold or used in hand- 
fired furnaces. 

The act provides for a $500 fine 
or six months imprisonment or 
both for violation. One section 
becomes effective Aug. 15, 1947, 
while the volatility clause takes}: 
effect Oct. 1, 1949.

CAA TURNS DOWN 
0 AIRPORT SITES 
IN ST. LOUIS PLAN 


One Is Tract at Hampton 
and Columbia Avenues, 
_ for Which $600,000 
_ Was Sought. 

| 


Construction of a personal air- 
port at Hampton and Columbia 
lavenues in Southwest St. Louis, 
which has been strongly indorsed 
by the city, was in effect rejected 
today by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. The site was one 
of five listed in the Horner & 
Shifrin comprenensive airport plan 
which were disapproved by the 
CAA, 
| The city last November asked 
for a federal grant of $600,000 
from the CAA to assist in building 
a $1,426,000 airport on the Hamp- 
ton avenue site. Approval of the 
aeronautics agency is required 
before funds can be allocated 
under the federal aid bill. 

In a-letter received today by 
Mayor Aloys P, Kaufmann, George 
M. Burgess, deputy civil aeronau- 
tics administrator, described the 
location, designated as “P-1” in 
the plan, as a “part of the Na- 
tional Lead Co. yard adjacent to 
their industrial plant, south of 
Highway 50 and east of Hampton 
avenue,” 

“The land is irregular and is 
used for a dump and stockpile by 
the National Lead Co.,” Burgess 
continued. “Construction would be 
difficult due to uncertain founda- 
tions, Because of mining opera- 
tions carried on beneath the site 
which make the foundations un- 
certain, and because of interfer- 
ence with the normal use of the 
site by major industrial installa- 
tions, it is not recommended for 
inclusion in the airport plan.” 

Other sites in the plan which 
were disapproved were a small 
field east of National City, on the 
East Side, deemed too close to 
Parks Airport and a _ proposed 
Horseshoe Lake airport to be ad- 
visable; one near the Clayton busi- 
ness district, termed to small be- 
cause a part of the land was trans- 
ferred for school purposes, and 
one site north and one south of 
the downtown business district of 
St. Louis. The latter, the CAA 
said, were to be elevated and 
would be prohibitively expensive. 

All locations listed as. alternate 
sites for airports in various classi- 
fications were rejected by the 
of reasons were 


given. 

Thirty fields listed in the plan 
rejected were approved by the 
agency. Included were the Colum- 
bia Bottoms site for the city’s 
second major airport, 
land now is being bought;

Parks Metropolitan Airport on the 
East Side, and the one proposed 
for the Horseshoe Lake area. 

Approval of the CAA is a nec- 
essary step in the direct alloca- 
tion of funds under the agency’s 
program for a national system of 
airports. Two regional offices of 
the CAA had previously approved 
the Horner & Shifrin plan. In his 
letter, which was accompanied by 
a 15-page analysis of the plan, 
Burgess said it should be under-

The speaker was C. Girard 
Davidson, assistant Secretary of 
the Interior, and his remarks were 
interpreted as having the sanction 
of Secretary Krug. 

Davidson received applause 


when the audience realized he was 
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those who heard Davidson “had 
evidence of a miracle.” 

Among the opponents of MVA 
has been ranged the Interior De- 
partment’s Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, which is interested in pro- 
moting the upper Missouri river 
section of the Pick-Sloan plan. 

Experience Cited. 

Out of his experience as an 
employe of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority and as general counsel 
of the Bonneville Power Admin- 
istration came “a conviction that 
the planning of resource develop- 
ment should be on a river-basin 
basis,” Davidson said. 

“Out of this also has come a 
conviction,” he went on, “that the 
most speedy, efficient and eco- 
nomical method for carrying out 
both the planning and execution 
of the program is by a regional 
development agency that has ulti- 
mate authority and responsibility 
for the total job to be done. 

“The establishment of a Valley 
Authority does not require the 
replacement of the federal agen- 
cies having special competence, 
which perform those functions in 
the area which are clearly a part 
of a general national program. 

“But under the unified planning 
of a Valley Authority which is 
responsible for the results achieved 
and is vested with the ultimate 
authority to get the job done, the 
timing and scope of these agen- 
cies’ respective programs would 
conform .to the valley’s develop- 
ment. 


“Have to Work at It.” 


“Most of us have agreed upon 
the desirability and even the ne- 
cessity of developing our river 
basins through valley authorities. 
But just because this is the most 
sensible plan doesn’t mean that it 
will be easy to achieve. In addi- 
tion to being right, we have to 
work at it.” 


Davidson said the TVA had 
taught the nation a lesson, and 
cited contrasts in the Tennessee 
and Missouri River Valleys to 
show the benefits that would ac- 
crue to the Missouri Valley if it 
was developed along TVA lines. 

“It would be extremely dogmatic 
to assert that a river could not 
be developed except by a Valley 


| Authority modeled after TVA,” he 


said, “But it is irrefutable that 
despite long years of effort by 
our other resource development 
and construction agencies and the 
millions of dollars in expenditures, 
the Tennessee is the only river 
that has been completely har- 
nessed and controlled in the in- 
terests of the people.” 
Attacks Electric Industry. 

Morris: L. Cooke, former Rural 
Electrification Administrator, 
made a scorchingvattack on .the 
operating electric industry today 
in a speech at the closing session 
of the conference. 
Cooke, a Philadelphia consult- 
ing engineer who is chairman of 
the: two-day conference, asserted 
that “the industry is operated es- 
sentially for ends all but without 
social purpose and under condi- 
tions which, if understood and 
properly appraised, would rate it 
as a closely knit conspiracy 
against the public welfare.” 
In discussing the opposition to 
the proposed Missouri Veglley Au- 
thority, Cooke said that “the com- 
mercial electric operating industry 
is and will continue to be the 
spearhead of opposition to mul- 
tiple-purpose and socially minded 
river valley development. Progress 
of the goal advocated by this con- 
ference will involve the recognition 
of the character of this opposition 
and constgntly increasing efforts 
to thwart it. The history of the in- 
dustry during the last 50 years 
should leave us in no doubt as to 
what we are up against.” 

“Irresponsible” Publicity. 
“Since early days,” Cooke con- 
tinued, “the electrical industry has 
been liberal to profligate in the 
matter of advertising in its various 
forms, With an all but untram- 
meled opportunity to spend other 
people’s money, obtained through 
what have in the great majority 
of cases been excessive rates, elab- 
orate ventures in publicity were 
irresistible. Unwisely conducted 
and put on far from a factual 
basis, nothing else has so injured 
the prestige of the industry with 
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the general public—not even its 
gross over-capitalization and the 
door-to-door sale of securities at 
inflated values, 

“The man on the street has been 
quick to recognize the fallacious 
character of mapy of these ideas 
as elaborately set forth in edited 
school books, in, lectures by highly 
compensated ” college professors, 
and in advertisements in publica- 
tions of both large and small cir- 
culation. Then we must not for- 
get the industry’s own subsidize 
publications, Publ® Service, Pub- 
lic Utilities Fortnightly, and Edi- 
son Electric Institute Bulletin, 
about as prejudiced and irrespon- 
sible a group of trade papers as 
one can find. Certairly we should 
and do welcome valid criticism of 
either legislative or administra- 
tive action, but such carefree and 
undependable comment as has 
been heaped on TVA and other 
public agencies in this field is 
wholly regrettable.” 

Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, original sponsor of the MVA 
in Congress, was the first speaker 
on today’s program, He cited the 
national interest in recent Mid- 
west floods and said the people 
cannot afford to stand by and see 
part of their country destroyed. 

Murray, whose address followed 
the lines of a recent speech in 
the Senate, criticized the channel 
improvement program of the Army 
Engineers and said “it should be 
discontinued at once.” 


Calling attention to statements 
in President Truman’s message to 
Congress on flood control that 
levees are not sufficient to control 
floods, that soil conservation pro- 
grams- are needed farther up 
stream, and that flood waters 


should be harnessed and put to 
productive use, Murray said it 
seemed to him an MVA is inevi- 
tably the answer. 


Murray said he thought Con- 


gress would be derelict in its duty 
if it permitted continued devel- 
opment of the Missouri Valley un- 
der the divided authority of the 
Army Engineers and the Bureau 
of Reclamation. 

He, pointed ,out that the MVA 
bill is bottled up in the Senate 
Public Works Committee, and re- 


peated his hope that field hear-{ 


ings could be held to rouse public 
opinion, 

Cooke, quoting-a recent satiric 
comment by the New Yorker mag- 
azine on public utility advertising, 
said that “as a matter of fact the 
use of the term ‘free enterprise’ 
as it pertains to the electric util- 
ity industry should call for a 
‘cease and desist’ order from the 
Federal Trade Commission.” 

He noted that “an _ insistent 
item in the industry’s propagan- 
da campaign is to the effect that 
hydro-electric power and _ flood 
control are so opposed as to make 
impossible or uneconomic multiple 
purpose dams which are, of course, 
essential to sound river valley de- 
velopment.” This line is taken in 
the face of TVA’s successful prac- 
tice of combining power and flood 
control at practically all of its 
dams, he added. 

Cooke continued: 

“The opposition of the commer- 
cial electrical operating industry to 
hydro-electric development is 
based primarily on the fact that 
the great majority of undeveloped 
sites are owned by, the public, 
and that if and when developed, 
low rates based on costs will be 
charged as is the case with TVA 
and certain _municipally owned 
plants such as Tacoma, Seattle 
and Los Angeles. This will tend 
to question even more emphatic- 
ally the existing and usually ex- 
cessive rate schedules of the com- 
mercial companies. , 


Seattle Experience Cited. 


“Reduced costs always mean in- 
creased use. Thus in Seattle in 
1946 an average residential, rate 
of 1.39 cents per kilowatt hour as 
compared with a national average 
of 3.23 cents per kilowatt hour led 
to an average annual use of 4099 
kilowatt hours compared with the 
mational average of 1327 kilowatt 
hours. Fortunately there are no 
issues such as navigation, flood 
control or irrigation to complicate 
this showing. Seattle’s annual re- 
port covering over 40 years experi- 
ence makes it as clear as a bell. 

“Another illustration of the way 
in which the electrical industry 
operates is afforded by the spec- 
tacular development of rural elec- 
trification during the last 20 years 
against the concerted, continuous 
and at times vicious opposition of 
the industry, illustrating both its 
ineptitude as to public relations 
and the power of public opinion. 
When in 1923 Gifford Pinchot be- 
gan his campaign for rural elec- 
trification there were about 250,000 
electrified farms in the whole 
United States. Today, almost 
wholly due to the REA, there are 
3,335,000. 


“The new task of the industry’s 
high command is to assume that 
the job of electrifying our farms 
is all but done thus warranting 
the early liquidation of REA and 
a smothering attack on REA ‘ap- 
propriations led by the industry's 
$65,000-a-year lobbyist, Purcell 
Smith. As a matter of fact, the 
most difficult part of this job, that 
is, operating in increasingly thin 
territory, remains to be done. If 
REA is not permitted to do it, 
the commercial industry certainly 
will not. 

“So it must regretfully be ad- 
mitted that the operating electric 
industry opposes public control 
and its service responsibilities 
whenever it can get away with it. 
During the last 35 years as a pri- 
vate citizen and while occupying 
a wide variety of official posts I 
have had exceptional opportunities 
to observe at close range this util- 
ity industry in action. 

“Based on this experience I 
have no hesitation in saying that 
the industry is operated essential- 
ly for egjds all but without social 
purpose and under’ conditions 
which, if understood and properly 
appraised, would rate it as a close- 
ly-knit conspiracy against the 
public welfare. It reaches prac- 
tically every county in the Unit- 
ed States and, until the disruption 
caused by World War IT, it had 
baneful international understand- 
ings. Its organization includes 
the Edison Electric Institute, cer- 
tain state public service commis- 
sions, and some individual com- 
missioners, certain city officials, 
city legislatures, Washington lob- 
bies, and most important, cer- 
tain inside quasi-social organiza- 


tions where over-all policies are 
determined as far as they can be 


outside top banking circles.” 

Jerome Locke, a member of the 
executive board of the Committee 
for MVA, said the first figures 
from the United States Geological | 
Survey on crests of the recent 
Missouri river flocd show that the) 
crests have been “aggravated by | 
the channel improvement work of | 
the Army Engineers.” 

He asserted that the volume of) 
water which would have been con- | 
tained in the channel 18 years ago) 
without flooding produced a flood | 
about six feet above flood stage | 
at Hermann, Mo. He arrived at | 
this estimate by engineerin g 
processes. | 


“The principal cause of the low- | 
ered capacity of the river to take | 
care of flood waters without over-— 
flowing its banks is the so-called 
channel improvement work of*the 
corps of engineers,” he said. “The 
theory of the engineers is that the 
navigation channel will be im- 
proved by building revetments and 


other works which tend to restrict | 


the flow of water in the channel, 
thereby setting up a scouring ac- 
tion which deepened the channel. 

“At the time the engineers de- 
cided upon this policy 20 years 
ago it was warned what would 
happen. It nevertheless embarked 
on this course. It is now attempt- 
ing to cover up the greatest blun- 
der it has ever made by proposing 
huge reservoirs at numerous 
points on the main stem of the 
Missouri river. This is an unsound 
means for gontrolling floods, as 
it overlooks the importance of 
much more beneficial methéds of 
controlling the river.” 


Convert to TVA. 


Missouri State Senator Claude 
B. Ricketts of St. Louis; who 
headed,a legislative committee to 
inspect the TVA and the Missouri 
Valley two years ago, said that he 
had visited TVA with a prejudice 
against it but had come away 
an enthusiastic advocate. 


“The co-ordinated system of the 
TVA is necessary in the Missouri 
and Mississippi Valleys to prevent 
floods,” he said. “There are 26 
dams above St. Louis on the Mis- 
sissippi river. I cannot understand 
why these dams did not prevent 
the disastrous flood to which we 
near St. Louis have just been sub- 
jected.” 


He asked rhetorically if the 
dams had been built for naviga- 
tion exclusively and why the gen- 
eration of electricity was not pro- 
vided for, If there was a co-ordi- 
nation system that failed, he said 
he would like to know who was 
responsible. 


F. V. Heinkel, Columbia, Mo., 
president of the Missouri Farmers’ 
Association, told the conference 
Missouri farmers were “almost in 
arms” over the failure of the 
Army Engineers to control floods 
and were threatening to petition 
Congress to have piling dikes re- 
moved because they had worsened 
the situation. 

“The Pick-Sloan plan is an an- 
tiquated way of dealing with 
floods,” he said. “The people of 
Missouri don’t think much of it. 
It deals with effects and not 
causes ... in fact, we don’t want 
gs

Speeches at the afternoon ses- 
sion yesterday, opening day of 
the meeting, were given by Mrs.

opment program.

FORD CALLS IN 21,000 
FOR OVERTIME WORK 


Purpose Is to Build Up Stock- 
piles Depleted in Fore- 
men’s Strike. 


DETROIT, July 18 (AP)~The 
Ford Motor Co. today called in 
21,000 workers in four states on 
an overtime basis to work to- 
morrow in an effort to build up 
stockpiles depleted in the recent 
foremen’'s strike. 

The overtime e¢all came in the 
midst of a new controversy be- 
tween the company and the inde- 
pendent Foreman's Association of 
America over the firing of 32 su- 
pervisors who took part in the 
strike. 

The union said the company 
“broke its promise to us” in dis 
charging the strikers and threat- 
ened a new walkout. 

Vice President M, L. Bricker of 
Ford, said 15,500 workers would 
be called in tomorrow at the 
Rouge plant, 600 at Highland 
Park, and 5000 others at assembly 
lines in Buffalo, Louisville and 
Chicago. 

Assembly lines in Detroit will 
not operate, ‘Bricker explained, 
but the overtime workers will con- 
centrate on building up & reserve 
of supplies for the company’s 13 
branch assembly plants. 

Union heads called a Sunday 
meeting of Ford foremen to con- 
sider a new walkout. They an- 
nounced they would file with the 
National Labor Relations Board 
an unfair labor practices charge 
against the company. 

FAA President Robert H. Keys 
said he had been told by Ford 
officials during the walkout that 
“there would be absolutely fo re- 
criminations for reprisals against 
us.” 

Preparing the unfair labor prac- 
tices charge, Keys and Pat Mullin, 
president of the FAA Ford chap- 
ter, indicated they were working 
against time and hoped to get 
it processed before Aug. 23 when 
the Taft-Hartley labor law goes 
into effect. 

Under the law employers are 
not required to bargain with fore- 
men. Mullin said the FAA would 
ask for immediate. consideration 
of the charge by the NLRB. 

The meeting to discuss & new 
strike was set just two weeks aft- 
er Ford foremen voted to end the 
long walkout that failed to gain 
the new contract the wunhilon 
sought. 


Treastry Counsel Resigns. 

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
Joseph J. O'Connell de. resigned 
today as general counsel of the 
Treasury Department, effective 
Aug. 1. The 41-year-old O'Connell 
attributed his action to the “pres- 
sure of personal affairs.”

$8,000,000 HANGAR 
TO TEST PLANES IN 


HEAT, COLD, STORMS} 


ene 
Eliminates Need to Take Air- 
craft to Arctic or 
Tropies. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
The Army Air Forces announced 
today that it has begun using a 
big $8,000,000 elimatic hangar to 
test planes and equipment in ex- 
tremes of cold, heat, rain, snow, 
sand and wind at Eglin Field, 
Fla., headquarters of the aii ,.uv- 
ing ground command. 

The A.A.F, now is able to make | 
the initial test of new aircraft un- 
der controlled weather conditions 
instead of taking them to bases 
tin Arctic or tropic regions, such as 
Ladd Field, Alaska. This is ex- 
pected to save many months in 
the early phases of type testing. 

The main hangar will accommo- 
date the B-36, the global bomber 
with a 230-foot wingspan. This 
hanger is 200 by 250 feet, with a 
ceiling peak of 60 feet. 

Temperatures inside the hangar 
and its associated units for spe- 
cialized, jobs can be varied from 
70 degrees below zero to 165 de- 
grees above, and humidity can be 
controlled from 10 to 95 per cent 
at temperatures above 50 degrees. 

Wind storms up to 100 miles an 
hour, with sleet, snow, rain, dust 
or sand can be created as needed. 
Artificial sunlight can duplicate 
the effects of midda) on the des- 
ert. 

The hafigar is so equipped that 
plane engines can be run, guns 
fired, bombs dropped, takeoffs 
and landings simulated, brakes 
checked, and electrical, hydraulic 
and heating and ventilating sys- 
tems tested.

Cites Dargers of Aircraft 
Industry Not Keeping 
Abreast of Modern 


Methods. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
President Truman named a five- 
man commission today to make an 
inquiry into all phases of aviation 
with a view to drafting “an inte- 
grated national aviation policy. 

Thomas K. Finletter, New York 
City attorney and former specia! 
assistant to the Secretary of State, 
will be chairman, Other members 
are: George P. Baker, professor of 
transportation at Harvard Gradu- 
ate School of Business Adminis- 
tration, vice chairman; Palmer 
Hoyt, publisher of the Denver 
Post; Henry Ford II, Detroit, head 
of the Ford Motor Co., and Arthur 
Dare Whiteside, president of Dun 
& Bradstreet, Inc. 

In a letter inviting the five to 
serve, the President said “there 
exists a danger that our national 
security may be jeopardize and 
our economic welfare diminished 
through a lowered aircraft pro- 
duction and a failure of the ajir- 
craft industry to keep obreast of 
modern methods... ” 

Truman asked the commission 
to complete its study in time to 
submit final recommendations to 
him by next Jan, 1. 

A congressional report says 

that the pilots “faulty judgment” 
was the cause of the plane acci- 
dent at LaGuardia Field, New 
York, May 29 that killed 44 per- 
Bons. 
Had the pilot “avoided” any one 
of three “faulty judgments,” the 
report says, the crash into ob- 
structions at the end of the field 
might have been prevented. 

It listed these points as the 
“errors”: 

1. The pilot's interpretation of 
the weather report, indicating a 
storm. 

2. Hig choice of a short run- 


way. 
3. His decision to _ stop the 


plane after it had traveled far 
down the runway. 

“His decision to stop after tra- 
versing two-thirds of the runway 
and after gaining a speed of over 
90 miles per hour was poor judg- 
ment,” said the report, made pub- 
lic late yesterday by the Senate 
Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce, It added:

Henry Thompson and Willard 
Brown, the two Negro players 
who shattered precedent by be- 
coming members of the Browns 
late yesterday reached the Amer- 
ican League scene at least one 
day too soon, 

With Thomson playing second 
base and Brown on the bench, 
the Browns suffered one of their 
worst defeats in recent years as 
the Athletics pounded out 17 hits 
and scored a 16 to 2 victory. 
About 4000 persons, of whom 3648 


paid, suffered through the two 
hours and 10 minutes of poor 
baseball under the hHhghts at 
Sportsman’s Park. 

Since Brown, an outfielder, is a 
righthand batter, Manager Muddy 


Ruel elected to hold him on the |/ seme 


bench but it is the club’s declared |™ 


intention to get him into the game 
at the earliest moment. He is re- 
puted to be the heavier hitter of 
the two. 

Thompson, a left hand batter, 
had only four chances in the field 
and one of these became an er- 
ror when he failed to field Bar- 
ney McCosky's sharply hit ground- 
er toward second base. 

Fowler Feeds Him Curves. 


At bat he fouled to Fain; flied 
to Binks in right; fouled to Rosar 
and grounded out to the second 
baseman. Dick Fowler, the capa- 
ble Philadelphia pitcher, fed 
Thompson a diet of curves, most 
of them breaking in on his handle. 

No accurate estimate of Thomp- 
son's capabilities could be made 
off his first performance as a ma- 
jor leaguer. It remains for other 
games to prove whether Owner 
Dick Muckerman and General 
Manager Bill DeWitt have been 
as fortunate in their selection as 


was Branch Rickey when he 
signed Jackie Robinson for the 
Brooklyn Dodgers. 

Thompson in breaking in at 


second base as a replacement for 
Rus Peters, who was batting .382 
when benched. It will take a 
lot of hitting by Thompson to 
make his teammates forget Pe- 
ters’s timely batting.

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RUDOLF HESS, SIX 
OTHER NAZIS REACH 
PRISON IN BERLIN 


BERLIN, July 18 (AP)—Rudolf 
Hess and six other major Nazi 
war criminals, all sentenced at 
Nuernberg, arrived at Spandan 
prison today to serve terms rang- 
ing from 10 years to life. They 
were flown here secretly from 
Nuernberg jail, where they have 
been confined since last October. 

The red-brick prison, in the 
British sector of Berlin, had been 
cleared ef all other inmates and 
placed undes four-power adminis- 
tration to house former Nazi lead- 
ers. They will occupy bare cells, 
strippeg of giass and other sharp 
materials. They will be watched 
over by a prison staff of 36—nine 
from each occupying power. 

The prisoners will be allowed to 
work, if physically fit. Otherwise 
they will sit in their cells in 
silence. Few of the seven are ex- 
pected to live out their terms, 

The prisoners, in addition to 
Hess, are former Economics Min- 
istér Walther Funk and Grand 
Adm. Erich Raeder, sentenced to 
life terms; Baldur von Schirach, 
ex-youth leader, and Albert Speer, 
former arms production chief, who 
both received 20 years; Baron Con- 
stantin von Neurath, former 
Reich's protector of Bohemia and 
Moravia, 15 years, and Adm. Karl 
Doenitz, 10 years,

Ex-Friend of Hitler Used to 
Get Facts on Nazis, New 
York Paper Says. 


NEW YORK, July 18 (AP)— 
The New York Herald Tribune 
says the mystery over the wartime 
stay near Washington of Ernst 
Hanfstaeng] has been cleared up 
with disclosure that the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt borrowed the for- 


mer Nazi from the British to fur- 
nish data on Hitler. 

Hanfstaengl, known as “Putzi,” 
a piano-playing, one-time favorite 
of the Fuehrer, was used by the 
former President to inform him 
on the personalities, methods and 
motives of the men around Hitler, 
the paper said. 

The Herald Tribune said it 
learned the details of Hanf- 
staengl’s stay in this country from 
John Franklin Carter, author, who 
told the paper by telephone from 
Washington that he operated a 
“political intelligence service” for 
Roosevelt in the war. 

Carter was quoted as saying 
Hanfstaengl, a Harvard graduate, 
was installed secretly in a ram- 
shackle house near.

347 Miles of Road Completed. 

Ferguson said that only 347 
miles of road have been completed 
by Army engineers at an expendi- 
ture exceeding 36 million dollars, 
although it had been estimated 
that more than 905 miles of road 
could be built for 14% million 
dollars. Before the Army took it 
over, this country had spent 306 
million dollars on the project. The

As developed in the committee 
eport, one of the strangest phases 
of the highway story was the jus- 
taposition of roles by the War 
Department and the State Depart- 
ment when their spokesmen testi- 
fied before the committee. The 
War Department insisted that it 
had gone ahead with the work, 
mot for military reasons, but for 
diplomatic motives — continental 
solidarity. Witnesses for the State 
Department expressed 4nazement 
at this and insisted with equal 
vigor that it had assented to the 
project only on the word of the 
War Department that it was a 
military necessity. On the political 
front it was a bad wartime move, 
said the State Department, be- 
cause of the traditional fear and 
suspicion on the part of the Latin 
American countries of any mili- 
tary operations by the United 
States in their territories, 

“Continental Solidarity” Aim. 

The committee sought to make 
some sense of this anomalous sit- 
uation by explaining that the War 
Department considered the high- 
Way as urgent from a military 
point of view, not for supply or 
other military purposes, but be- 
cause “continental solidarity” was 
considered essential from a mili- 
tary point of view. 

“The committee believes.” said 
the report, “that the War Depart- 
ment invaded the province of the 
State Department in certifying 
that the promotion of continental 
solidarity was an urgent military 
necessity. The committee further 
believes that defense funds and 
scarce manpower, materials, ma- 
chinery and shipping should not 
have been diverted to a project of 
such questionable and nebulous 
benefit to our war effort.” 

Before the War Department 
seized the project as a wartime 
“must,” it had been a peacetime 
undertaking in collaboration with 
the Central American republics, 
duly authorized by act of Con- 
gress. It was to be, and presum- 
ably some day will be, a part of 
amore extensive system of high- 
ways joining the South American 
countries with the United States 
and Canada, popularly called the 
Pan-American Highway. 

The Inter-American Highway is 
the link of the Pan-American 
Highway lying between the United 
States-Mexican border at Laredo, 
Tex., and the Panama Canal. This 
link is about 3250 miles long and 
runs through Mexico, Guatemala, 
Ej Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica and Panama. The 
Congressional Act of Dec. 26, 
1941, authorized this nation to con- 
tribute two-thirds of the cost of 
the road, providing the individual 
Central American countries agreed 
to pay the remaining one-third for 
construction within their borders. 

Mexico Disdained U.S. Grant, 

But things went slowly. Mexico

‘No to Britain 
On U.S. Paying 
More in Reich 


Both Nations Em- 
barrassed by Lack 
of Progress in 
Merged Zones.

‘WASHINGTON, July 18 (UP) 
HE United States has rejected 
T: British proposal that this 
country consider paying a 
larger share of the expenses of 
the merged British-American 
zones in Germany, it was learned 
today. 

The United States has rejected 
also a British proposal that the 
British-American conference on 
German coal production—sched- 
uled to start next week here—be 
held in Berlin. 

The new level-of-industry plan 
for Germany is still snagged in 
Berlin by as yet undisclosed dif- 
ferences between the two coun- 
tries, 

American officials expect all of 
these difficulties to be ironed out 
soon but they are embarrassing 
to the Americans and British, who 
are trying to put up a bold front 
on how successful they are in the 
experiment of merging both zones, 
whereas the merger project is far 
behind schedule and doing poorly. 

Countless Differences. 

The Americans and British have 
countless -differences—some of 
them basic ones—over the hand- 
ling of Germany. But at the mo- 
ment one which plagues the Brit- 
ish more than any other is the 
large amount of Americaft dollars 
they have to pour into Germany. 

When the two zones’ were 
merged jiast December, the two 
countries agreed to share the ex- 
penses—50-50. The British failed 
then to get the United States to 
accept a larger percentage. 

At that time, former Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes told 
British Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin that the United States 
would be giad to pay a much 
higher percentage of the expenses 
of running,the combined zones— 
provided the British were willing 
to swap zones. The United States 
has the poorest zone in Germany 
whereas the British have the most 
valuable since it includes the rich 
industrial Ruhr valley. 

American officials said the 
United States answer today to 
suggestions that this country pay 
more of the costs was the same 
as when Byrnes was secretary— 
all right if the British want to 
swap zones, 

The latest snag on the coal con- 
ferences developed late yesterday 
after the United States received a 
request from London to hold the 
meeting in Berlin. 

The first announcement of the 
coal conference was made on July 
jl when the State Department 
said the British had agreed to 
send a mission to Washington. 
Since then the British have sought 
to expand the talks to cover not 
only Ruhr coal production but 
financing of the two zones, the 
over-all food situation and various 
other economic matters. 

The United States refused the 
British proposal, and the British 
finally agreed to limit the con- 
ference to coal. 
bounced back then with the sug- 
gestion that since coal was to be 
the only subject, Berlin would be 
a better place to talk about it. 
They got another “no” yesterday. 

(The Associated Press quofed 
British diplomatic officials as 
privately expressing uncertainty 
whether the scheduled conference 
would be held.)

One of the unquestionable triumphs of the 
Roosevelt Administrations was the development 
of hydroelectric power and its sale in the pub- 
lic interest. The program benefited consum- 
ers of electricity and also power companies, 
which learned the advantages of volume dis- 
tribution at low unit cost. 

Today, however, the power lobby is at work 
in Washington with a whole brief-case of bills 
whose effect would be to put power regulation 
back where it was before even Herbert Hoover 
came to the White House. 

Representative William Miller, a Connecticut 
Republican, has introduced two of the bills to 
return the power industry to the pre-Insull era. 
These would exempt at least three fourths of 
the power companies involved from regulation 
by the Federal Power Commission. 

They would exempt from FPC_ regulation 
practically all sales of electric energy at whole- 
sale in interstate commerce. This would open 
the way for utilities to pile up, as high as they 
might wish, the costs upon which consumer rates 
are based. The bills would also set aside the 
prudent investment principle of rate-making and 
throw down the floodgates for the return of a 
billion and a quarter dollars’ worth of water 
which the FPC has patiently squeezed from the 
books of 159 power companies. 

This, the FPC, declares, “would set aside a 
half century of progress through legislative di- 
rection, administrative interpretation and judi- 
cial decision... .” 

Another friend of the power companies, Rep- 
resentative Dondero of Michigan, sponsors a bill 
to permit power produced at dams controlled by 
the Army Engineers to be sold only at the dam- 
site, and, with few exceptions, only to the pri- 
vate utility nearest the dam. Although the 
power would be government-produced,  munici- 
pally-owned utilities and those owned by farm- 
ers’ co-operatives would be deprived of access 
to it. Private utilities would buy and sell at 
their own prices. 

Congressman Rockwell of Colorado has come 
forward with yet a different device for sabotag- 
ing federal hydroelectric power. His scheme is 
the essence of simplicity. He would prescribe 
an arbitrary system of cost-accounting which 
would make the power so high no prudent dis- 
tributor would buy it. 

The contribution of Representative Byrnes of 
Wisconsin is a bill to give the states sole 
authority over the accounts of utility companies. 
The utilities would have nothing more to worry 
about than the proverbially ineffective “regula- 
tion” of the state public utility commissions. 

We judge that any one of these bills, if 
enacted, would meet with a presidential veto. 
The question remains of why Republican Con- 
gressman wish to present Mr. Truman with so 
many ready-made opportunities to establish 
himself as a tribune of the people in their con- 
flicts with special interests.

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Foolish Obstruction in the Senate 


Carl Hatch of New Mexico has appeared in a 
new role, for him, in the Senate. He sponsored 
the act, which bears his name, for clean elec- 
tions. He introduced a federal elections bill 
Yet he 
has now come close to filibustering against the 
resolution to investigate Department of Justice 
handling of the vote frauds in Kansas City a 
year ago. He has become even more of an ob- 
stacle in the way of the Kem resolution than 
Senators Langer and McCarran. 

Senator Kem naturally is not averse to turn- 
ing the Kansas City vote scandal into political 
capital. He knows that a senatorial investigation 
should: help out the Republican cause. But how- 
ever politically motivated he may be, our junior 
Senator is right. Such a degradation of the bal- 
lot should be turned to political capital by the 
opposition. That is one of the uses and values 
of the two-party system. 

The argument that a senatorial investigation 
will duplicate the work of the Department of 
Justice does not stand up. For months At- 
torney General Clark's department was con- 
spicuously uninterested in the frauds in the last 
Missouri primary. At the very time the Justice 
Department was doing nothing, the state investi- 
gation was engaged in spade work which led a 
state grand jury to conclude “that Roger C. 
Slaughter was deprived of the nomination by 
fraudulent miscount of votes and other frauds.” 
Indeed, it showed no interest until the theft of 
the evidence outraged the people. 

Unpleasant though it may be for them, the 
Democrats should join in cleaning up this issue. 
We said last fall that their failure to come to 
grips with it would cost the President’s party 
votes in Missouri. When Frank Briggs finally 
yielded to the prodding it was too late. The

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Step Ahead for Mine Safety 


Thanks to unanimous passage by the Senate, 
the House has received a mine safety measure 


- in time to complete action before the rapidly- 


approaching adjournment of Congress. 

The bill, which is sponsored by the Senate 
Public Lands Committee, does not go as far 
as it should, but it is a step worth taking. What 
it does is give the force of law to the soft coal 
mine safety code, previously put in the Lewis-

It can give na- 
tional publicity to those operators who do not 
comply with safety regulations. 
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A Story of Steel 


For the lack of steel, General Motors will 
close down for one week, laying off 180.000 
workers and forfeiting the production of 30,000 
automobiles. For this, General Motors blames 
“disturbed conditions in the steel industry 
caused by the coal-mining situation during the 
first two weeks of July.” 

This, we think, is hardly the whole story. The 
drastic shortage of steel goes back much further 
than “the first two weeks of July” and the coal 
industry is not responsible for it. 

The people responsible are the leaders of the 
steel industry, who have refused to expand 
The situation would be much worse 
than it is if President Roosevelt had not forced 
the steel men, against their will, to expand steel 
capacity by 14,000,000 tons during the war. 

Walter Tower, president of the American Iron 
and Steel Institute, said the other day that he 
sees no continuing shortage of steel in this coun- 
try. This might be reassuring, except that this 
is the same Mr. Tower who in 1940 declared 
that capacity existing then was sufficient to pro- 
duce steel for the war effort. 

Events proved him ‘so wrong that after 14,- 
000,000 tons of capacity was added, it was not 
—and is not now—enough. It is not enough 
to build the automobiles, the freight cars, the 
pipelines demanded by our expanding economy. 

Instead of looking forward to a possible dou- 
bling of the national income in 25 years, which 
Paul G. Hoffman, president of the Studebaker 
Corp., says is possible, Mr. Tower looks back- 
ward to the recession of the '30s, when a large 
part of steel capacity lay idle for several years. 

If this country is to have the proper potential 
for either peace or war, it must have a steel in- 
dustry capable of meeting the maximum de- 
mands of the country, not the minimum or even 
a supposed “normal” demand. 

Between 1901 and 1021 the United States steel 
industry expanded from 24,000,000 to 64,000,000 
tons. Between 1921 and 1941 it expanded from 
64,000,000 to 85,000,000 tons. The steel industry 
now should have the initiative to expand again. 

Not all steel men accept Mr. Tower as their 
prophet. The Portsmouth Steel Corp. is asking 
that 10,000,000 tons of capacity be added to the 
nation’s total. And the Senate steel committee 
is being told that three times that amount of 
additional capacity will be needed five years 
from now. 

These are estimates based on peacetime need. 
The needs of war would be greater, There is no 
preparedness more basic than the capacity to 
supply steel for the machines of war. The steel 
industry should raise its sights. 
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Expensive, But Worth It 

On its face, it would appear to be a waste of 
money. We allude to a recommendation of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee that $100,- 
000 be spent for -an inquiry into the “Voice of 
America” broadcasts and information programs. 
This is the medium through which the remainder 
of the world is told about the United States. 

It seems to be wasteful because Congress for 
months has been looking into “Voice of Amer- 
ica,”’ and questioning its director, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Benton. Moreover, any addi- 
tional information can easily be had through the 
State Department. 

However, if it requires $100,000 to educate 
a joint congressional committee to the value of 
the State Department programs, it will be 
money well spent. No doubt, if the committee 
becomes thoroughly educated, it will double, 
triple or quadruple this session’s miserly appro- 
priation of $12,400,000 to continue the work. 

In no other way can the people of Russia and 
eother blacked-out parts of the world learn the 
facts about America. And these people are avid 
for these facts. Is this important or not? Soviet 
Russia thinks it vitally important to present its 
point of view. And it is spending tar more 
money on such programs than we are. 

So if $100,000 will teach Congress what it can’t 
seem to learn otherwise, it’s worth spending. 
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Big Issue in *48? 

Mr. Knutson is licking his lips in anticipation 
of another tax bill veto. If the veto is upheld, 
says Mr. Knutson, “the tax issue will be carried 
into the 1948 campaign. If submitted to the 
voters—there are 49,500,000 taxpayers—it would 
be a very, very lively campaign issue.” To the 
narrow-gauge Knutson mind, the failure of a 
Democratic President to sign a Republican tax 
measure would be fine political capital for the 
latter party. 

Maybe so and maybe not. Naturally, the peo- 
ple would like to have a tax reduction. But good 
judgment and common sense are on Mr. Tru- 
man’s side in this instance. Business is boom- 
ing and does not need the stimulus of tax re- 
duction. Employment has topped what not long 
ago was considered the fantastic total of 60,- 
000,000 jobs. Along with the boom are numer- 
ous inflationary pressures which would be ag- 
gravated by adding four billion dellars to gen- 
eral purchasing power. Then there is the ex- 
tremely unpleasant matter of the public debt, 
amounting to more than a quarter-trillion dol- 
lars. Ordinary copy-book prudence dictates its 
reduction at a time when the national income is 
high. Finally, the United States is bound by 
the highest considerations to support the Mar- 
shall plan and other international commitments, 

If the G.O.P. makes Mr. Truman's refusal to 
cut taxes a major issue in next year, it may be 
that the reaction expected by Mr. Knutson will 
not be forthcoming. There are always selfish 
people who are willing to place their personal 
interest above the nation’s interest. But ‘there 
are also a great number of independent voters 
who refuse to be affected by cheap political clap- 
trap. Between now and 1948, the country will 
have plenty of chance to learn the solid reasons 
behind Mr. Truman’s veto.

The President and the Press

Silences between President Truman's infrequent press conferences 
‘are deafening,” editorial says; question-answer sessions are needed 
to call Administration to account and give people full information; 
says President and news men should put their heads together.

The decline in frequency and output of 
the White House press conference, that 
peculiarly American and outstandingly 
democratic institution, is not something to 
be passed over lightly. 

Whereas it was Mr. Roosevelt's pleasure 
to hold about two such conferences a week, 
President Truman has been holding fewer 
and saying less and less. He is now down 
to about one quick one every two weeks, 
and by comparison with the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration, the intervening silences are 
deafening. 

Of course, it is the President's preroga- 
tive to hold or not to hold these raqugh-and- 
tumble, catch-as-catch-can, question-and- 
answer’sessions. But their importance can- 
not be minimized, in view of two facts. 


First, the White House conference is the 
American counterpart of the question-and- 
answer session in the House of Commons, 
where the British heads of government 
can be called to account in frank and cour- 
teous fashion for their stewardship. Sec- 
ond, any free people will govern itself best 
on the basis of full information. 


Last September’s Bobble 


On taking office, Mr. Truman said he 
would hold press conferences only when 
he had news to impart. That seems pretty 
sensible, but it may be observed that the 
press is the better judge of news. 

The President’s§ increasing 
seems to stem from his press conference 
bobbie of last September about Henry A. 
Wallace. But it may be due also to the 
fact that the election year of 1948 is not 
far off,’and all words—especially off-the- 


reticence 


cuff answers. to questions that may be 
loaded for bear—must be carefully chosen. 


There have been past suggestions that 
the press conference could be improved if 
the correspondents handed in questions in 
advance, particularly on weighty matters 
of foreign policy. That might be wise if 
the President promised to answey all with- 
inv security limits and if supplementary 
questions were not barred next day, 


Still Too Much Circus 


It is Secretary of State Marshall's habit 
to request, but not demand, questions in 
advance simply to provide more intelli- 
gent answers. Certainly his press sessions 
have been full of news, but there is a dan- 
ger that the practice will block legitimate 
queries on the spur of the moment. 

No one would countenance a return to 
the Theodore Roosevelt practice of float- 
ing trial balloons with a favored few of 
the press, or to the mysterious “spokes- 
man” of later years. We can also dis- 
pense forever with the theatricals of 1932 
to 1945. It is to Mr. Truman’s credit that 
he does not speak off the record, that he 
is forthright and not without humor. 


But any curtailment of the press con- 
ference, any reliance on mimeographed 
statements read to the conference as if it 
were a sounding board, is. not a happy 
prospect. Perhaps the attendance can be 
reduced; there is still too much circus or 
sight-seeing atmosphere about these con- 
ferences. 

The situation seems to call for the Presi- 
dent and a dozen leading correspondents 
to put their heads together.

The Taft-Hartley Labor Act’s provision 
against political contributions and expendi- 
tures by labor unions is too sweeping. It is 
interpreted as even preventing expression 
of opinion in political campaigns by news- 
Papers supported from union treasuries.

Probably the unions will soon establish the 
fact in the courts. 

It may be fair enough to forbid unions, 
just like corporations, to make. outright 
donations to political parties or candidates. 
But to attempt to gag organized labor in 
any way in the public forum is not only 
unfair, but also extremely unwise. We can- 
not believe that a majority of members of 
Congress intended to do so. 

The labor press is one-sided, sometimes 
narrowly and rabidly so. In many a com- 
munity, however, it is the only place where 
the labor union member can read labor's 
side of the story fully presented. Even if 


. that were not true, any effort to suppress 


the opinion of labor papers would be wrong 
in principle, just as wrong as an effort to 


suppress, for example, the opinions voiced ‘ 


in the publications of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. 


Senators Aiken and Hatch would amend 
the law to continue the ban on political 
“contributions” by unions, but would re- 
move the ban on political “expenditures” 
by them. This may appear to be a narrow 
distinction, but it is about the only one 
practical. ; 


In any case, we may be certain of one 
thing. Political expenditures by labor 
unions will continue under one guise or 
another no matter what the law says. 
Theoretically corporations have been barred 
for years from political giving. Yet mil- 
lions of corporation dollars have been spent 
by various devices in political campaigns 
and to influence public opinion on political 
issues. 


Political expenditures up to now have 
been impossible really to regulate, as Sen- 
ator Hatch himself well knows. The law 
he sponsored in 1940 attempting to limit 
the size of individual campaign eontribu- 
tions and the annual budgets of politica] 
committees has béen a notorious failure,

The Making of an Anarchist 
THE EAGLE ON THE PLAIN. by Victor Wolf 

(Simon and Schuster, New York.) 

It is not unusual] to find lurid news events 
turned into novels; only occasionally have 
the melodramatic political ideologies found 
their way there. Here the author takes th 
old anarchist “act,” made so popu 
around the turn of the century by Emm 
Goldman and “Sasha” Berkman. He actu 
ally “trains” a hero to the point where 
will be believable in a current setting when 
he commits his “act,” which will be an iz 
dividual deed to show society both his per 
sonal and the collective refusal to conform. 

There has been a great deal of talking 
(in limited esoteric politica] “backrooms”) 
of the great “failure of nerve.” By this is 
meant the inability to make decisions when 
they count and the fear of taking action 
which should logically follow the decisions 
which should have been made. It refers 
particularly to the democratic Socialists’ 
failure to prevent Hitler's assumption of 
power and the inability to produce either 
a method or a shock which would have pre- 
vented World War II. For this failure the 
Socialists lost their following to their twin 
enemies, Capitalism in the West and Com- 
munism in the East. 


. * . 


Into this world of failures and unbeliev- 
ers the author introduces Poggi Brenero. 
He is young and strong, but has had to 
spend all his life off the main road, in a 
depressed upper New York State village. 
literally in a cellar. Here he has assisted 
his father in the brewing of illegal apple- 
jack, and has dreamt of his escape. 

First he sent for a mail order course in 
aviation, later for one in ventriloquism. 
Both turned out impractical toys - highly 
exaggerated in the advertisements. He tries 
again, and how he finally makes the grade 
and achieves momentary success makes one 
of the most amusing and heartbreaking 
stories in recent fiction. 

But that, warns the author, Is only half 
way up the hill, and now you must see the 
true ascent to glory (although to many it 
will appear a descent). Poggi, now a fa- 
mous cowboy singer, takes on a new role 
in defiance of the law. His plots to foil 
his capture are as old as Robin Hood and 
as new as Dillinger. But the world now 
moves on his terms and he becomes the 
supreme individualist and anarchist. 

There is solid folk material, as well as 
sly humor and trenchant characterization. 
In some places the author borrows from 
John Steinbeck. Also, one may question 
his complete cynicism with regard to the 
individual’s ability to resist perdition when 
it appears in the form of material wealth. 
But this is still a stimulating and pro 
vocative story.

HEN the list of 842 registered lobbyists was made public some

One thing becomes evident when 
you look into an issue such as this 
one. It is so complicated, so 
hedged around by legalisms, that 
“the public” rarely gets the point. 
In the present Congress, these 
changes are being brought about 
quietly, with as little publicity as 
possible. And “the public” may 
discover what it means when the 
cost of living keeps going up. 

In theory, a Congressman is 
meant to represent the interests 
of all special interests of his dis- 
trict or state. The Congressman 
becomes a kind of ambassador 
for the major {ndustry back home. 

Thus, Ross Rizley of Oklahoma 

was the chief sponsor of the bill 
to cut down federal authority over 
‘natural gas, In the Senate, a 
similar measure is backed by Sen- 
‘ator Edward H. Moore of that 
‘same state. Rizley and Moore are 
ambassadors for oil and gas. 
In spite of the last-minute rush, 
it is possible the Senate May go 
along with the Heuse in curbing 
the Power Commission. But it 
would certainly be wiser to take 
more time, so that the effects of 
this move can be studied and made 
clear, 


Expensive Middleman. 


Several years of preparation 
went into the amendments to the 
Power Commission Act which give 
‘the FPC authority over natural 
gas. Chairman Nelson Lee Smith 
f the FPC recognizes the need 
for some changes. The corrective 
‘changes he proposed were incor- 
| porated in a substitute bill intro- 
‘duced by Representative Percy 
Priest of Tennessee, But these 
changes did not go far enough to 
suit the ambassadors of gas and 
oil. The substitute was voted 
down, 254 to 64, 

The special-interest ambassadors 
have, of course, a legitimate right 
to defend the group back home 
that means prosperity. and jobs. 
That right, however, is not su- 
perior to the public interest. If 
Congress is to be nothing more 
than an arena in which the special 
interests struggle to get their own 
way by the familiar process of 
log-rolling, then we might better 
substitute the lobbyists them- 
selves. In this light, the Congress- 
man appears to be Merely a rather 
expensive middleman for transmit- 
ting the wishes of a wide variety 
of special interests.

The Most Occidental. 


In Hungary, Bulgaria and prob- 
ably Poland, it is about 80 per 
eent naked tyranny. Constantine 
Poulos of the Overseas News 
Agency notwithstanding, I have 
yet to meet one seasoned ob- 
server who believes that the 
present pro-Soviet regimes could 
win a really unbiased election in 
any one of these countries. 

Finland is physically cowed, Al- 
bania is more or less willing. 


But Czechoslovakia presents an 
entirely different picture. The 
Czechs voluntarily placed them- 
selves under Soviet protection. 
Yet they are the most Occidental 
people in the Soviet “protector- 
ate.” They are Western in their 
industrial capacity, in their fun- 
damental ways, in their love of 
personal freedom. 

In the late Thomas G. Masaryk 
the Czechoslovaks produced a 
democrat of the type and stature 
of Jefferson and Lincoln. How 
could such a people, “conceived in 
liberty,” voluntarily accept the 
kind of servitude to Russia ap- 
parent in their refusal to partici- 
pate in the Marshall plan?” 

Is it because of inadequate en- 
couragement from the United 
States? 


What a Joke! 


Obviously not. UNRRA alone— 
most of whose supplies came from 
the Americans—has helped Czech- 
oslovakia to the tune of $255,660,- 
000—a colossal sum for so small 
a country. 

In addition, since the end of the 
war, Czechoslovakia has had from 
us directly a $20,000,000 credit, a 
$2,000,000 tobacco credit and 10 
milfions out of a surplus property 
credit, 

But for the emergence of an 
anti-American attitude in Czech- 
oslovakia, that country would now 
be in receipt of some $90,000,000 
more. 

There can be no talk of un- 
generous treatment. 

Ie it then because the Czecho- 
siovaks want Communism? 

What a joke! In January, 1946, 
in London, I found members of 
the. Czechoslovak Cabinet pro- 


foundly concerned lest the Com- 
munist party receive too few votes 
at their coming election (too few, 
that is, to placate the Soviet Un- 
ion). If the Communists surprised 
everyone by polling 38 per cent 


(of the votes, it was largely be- 


cause the non-Communist Govern- 


{ment supported them too well. 


Since that election, Communist 
sympathy has dropped. ° 


Czech Fear of Germany. 


Yet Jan Masaryk, son of the 
great Thomas, supinely canceled 
his acceptance of the Marshall 
Plan on Moscow's orders. 


No, the voluntary subjection of 
Czechoslovakia to Soviet Russia 
has one primary cause—fear of 
Germany. ’ 

This fear was first based on 
some 400 years of unpleasant sub- 
jection to German Austrians, It 
was deep but not hysterical. 

What raised it to trauma was 
the French-British betrayal of 
Czechoslovakia at Munich in 1938. 
That moment convinced leading 
Czechs like Benes and Fierlinger 
that Czechoslovakia can be de- 
fendec against Germany only by 
the Soviet Union. 

A third, post-World ‘War II 
element is the Czechoslovak neu- 
rosis by their mass expulsion of 
the German-speaking Sudetens. 
These slimy folk betrayed their 
country all right and merited 
their fate. But by expelling them 
Czechoslovaks have made sure of 
the deadly enmity of any strong 
Germany. That expulsion im- 
mensely strengthened the mental 
link that binds Czechoslovakia to 
the Soviet Union. 


They Can Be Wooed Back. 


It is this belief tHat distin- 
guishes the Czech attitude from, 
say, that of Denmark, a country 
almost equally powerless against 
a new German aggression. 


Furthermore, although the 
Czechoslovaks are hardly tore 
exposed to possible Soviet hostility 
than Sweden and Norway, they 
feel themselves in such geograph- 
ical isolation from the West that 
nothing will tempt them into 
challenging the will of Moscow. 

This double diagnosis—a path- 
ological (not unjustified) fear of 
Germany and the geographical 
(equally justified) confidence in 
the Soviet Union—suggests its 
own cures. 

The Czechs can be wooed back 
to the Occident when the German 
danger has been removed for all 
time or when the Soviet Union has 
outgrown its aggressiveness.

CRITIC IS AWARDED 
$6000 IN DAMAGES 
FROM MOVIE FIRM 


LONDON, July 18 (AP) — The 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer motion pic- 
ture company was ordered by a 
London court yesterday to pay 
1500 pounds ($6000) as libel and 
slander damages to Miss E. Arnot 
Robertson, described by an M-G-M 
official during the hearing as a 
movie critic who “dislikes love 
and. sentiment in films.” 

Miss Robertson sued Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures, Ltd., 
British affiliate of the American 
company, for writing a letter to 
the British Broadcasting Corp. 
complaining against her broadcast 
movie reviews and charging she 
was ‘completely out of touch with 
the tastes and entertainment re- 
quirements of the picture-going 
millions.” 

Instructnig the jury which gave 
the judgment to Miss Robertson, 
Justice Sir Malcolm Hilbery com- 
mented, “I sometimes wonder 
whether the cinema public gets 
what it wants. It seéms to get 
what is shoveled up to it.” 

The jury found. that M-G-M “im- 
puted” incompetence to Miss Rob- 
ertson’s critical abilities and acted 
maliciously in sending its com- 
plaint to the BBC.

The net effect on us, frankly, 
was to feel a keen bond of sympathy with Mr. Heflin on the 
screen in judging her a pain in the neck and wishing she would 
gO away and bother someone else. 

The film has been well directed, has some excellent dia- 
logue, and has a competent cast. The scene where Heflin is 
shot—his glib persuasiveness as he tries to cajole Joan not to 
fire, and his surprised expression when she does—is a vivid 
handling of an old situation. But through too much delinea- 
tion of her sufferings and jealous tantrums, the point is over- 
stepped where her extreme emotionalism is dramatic; from 
then on it is irking, almost boring. Any intense emotion, such 
aS great grief or hysteria, can be made gripping or shocking 
to an audience. But it ought to be kept short, ag it quickly 
surfeits the spectator’s sensibilities and depresses or annoys 
him. !

GAIN this summer, as before 
A the war, letters are arriving 

from people who feel they are 
being imposed upon by casual 
friends, even by mere acquaint- 
ances, who treat their summer 
places as free hotels. 

These letters make me almost 
sorry that I ever wrote a word 
about the obligations of hospital- 
ity. Of course, when I write 
about the courtesy that a host and 
hostess MUST show to guests, I 
mean guests who have been defi- 
nitely invited or visitors who 
have been urged to stay. I do 
not classify as “guests” those 
people who force themselves upon 
whichever of their acquaintances 
happens to have a cottage, camp 
or farm, 

In attempting to ameliorate the 
situation of their victims, the de- 
fenseless hosts, let me tell ail self- 
invited guests that there is only 


one house to which each of us 


can go without invitation—"homg’ 
to our parents. And even there, 
before going we should telephone 


“and ask, “Will it suit you to have 


us come today, tomorrow or 
when?” 

This is not because we won't 
be welcome, no matter when, but 
because Mother and Dad, or who- 
ever has established “home,” 
would be disappointed should they 
happen to be away and miss our 
arrival. 

In other words, surprise visits 
should be limited to a birthday or 
other special time of family gath- 
ering, perhaps purposely arranged 


as a surprise, 


An invitation such as “Come 
and see us” or “Stop by when you 
drive this way” or “Come some- 
time and spend the day” does not 
necessarily mean to come at any 
time you feel like it and bring 
tlfe whole family, including small 
children and a dog! If any of 
these invitations is not followed 
with the setting of a definite time, 
it should not be taken seriously. 
“Do come sometime” means “no 
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YOU ‘HAVE NO RIGHT TO DO THIS—EVEN TO YOUR RELATIVES— 


WITHOUT A SPECIFIC INVITATION, 


time.” The opposite situation of 
this is the hospitable host who 
insists on inviting more people 
than there is room for and who, 
moreover, insists on setting a day. 

A majority of the letters com- 
plain about well-meaning city peo- 
ple who descend upon acquaint- 
ances in the country, and feel that 
if they bring their own food with 
them, a picnic on the lawn cannot 
possibly be an intrusion. 

What the visitors evidently do 
not realize is that an unexpected 
visit can be completely upsetting 


to the hosts who have to turn 
their houses over to such visitors 
for dressing and undressing to go 
bathing; furnish them with extra 
towels; disarrange the beds for 
the children to take naps, and 
most disconcerting, be made to 
feel really inhospitable when their 
visitors spread out a cold picnic 
lunch while they themselves sit 
down to a hot meal. 

In the case of your real friends 
who urge you, “Come any time 
you can to spend the day”—and 
you know they mean it—you nev- 


ertheless should telephone before 
going, to make sure that the day 
you choose suits them, If not, the 
family is expected to say so and 
it will be their fault if they don’t. 
Every house guest should remem- 


ber that an obligation is incurred, 


by staying in someone's house. 
Most guests are more or lesg trou- 
bled about the gifts they feel they 
should take with them, but have 
no concern whatever about their 
real obligation to pay with their 


personal assets,

F hostess who does her own 

work which is becoming 
more usual each year—and espe- 
cially at summer places, you 
should not sit with folded hands 
and let her wait on you. It is 
obvious that if she is busy and 
could use your help, then you 
should help her. If she does 
nothing, then it is not required 
that you do anything. On a 
farm, it is probable true that 
few if any city people would be 
very competent at helping with 
the farm work, no matter how 
willing they might be. But they 
certainly could help with the 
housework and should.

Aft All-Night Rehearsal for Park Opera 


Principals and Chorus Keep at It Until Birds Sing and Dawn Streaks Eastern Sky 


By Myles Standish 


F YOU'VE ever wondered how 
| they manage to throw a big 

musical show together’ in a 
week at Municipal Opera and 
have it come out on the opening 
Monday night as a smooth, com- 
pact and entertaining job, then 
you're no different than the pro- 
duction staff at the Forest Park 
theater. They often wonder, too. 


The dress rehearsals for each 
new show is held the day before 
the opening, from midnight Sat- 
urday until dawn streaks the sky 
Sunday morning, some five or six 
hours later. It’s the only com- 
plete rehearsal, with all elements 
except the onehestra taking part. 
Very often nothing goes right, and 
the weary staff of Productions 
Manager John Kennedy gazes 
with heavy, jaundiced eyes on the 
stage, thinks how terrible’ the 
production will be, and mentally 
groans. But somehow or other 
everything seems to fall into place 
and magically click on opening 
night. Sometimes, they say, you 
wouldn't recognize it as the same 
show. 

But, contrary to what you 
might expect, there is no display 
of tension or jitters at these 
dress rehearsals. We _ attended 
the one last Sunday morning for 
Johann Strauss’s “Die Fleder- 
maus,” and were surprised at the 
general air of judicious calmness, 
unhurried efficiency and patience 
of the production staff, and the 
light-heartedness of the cast and 
There might have been 
an occasional note of asperity in 
giving directions, but there were 
no sharp exchanges or exhibitions 
of temperament. The Muny Opera 
people are veterans at this sort 
of thing, and take it in stride. 


At midnight sharp, Kennedy 
and Paul Beisman, manager of the 
theater, took their seats in;steam- 
er chairs placed in the aisle back 
of the boxes. The courteous, soft- 
spoken Kennedy had an amblify- 
ing system microphone in his 
hand so he wouldn’t have to 
raise his voice, At his right sat 
Robert Perry, stage director. Vir- 
ginia Johnson, ballet mistress, 
attired in slacks, hovered about. 
Musical Director Edwin McAr- 
thur, quite casyal in a _ sports 
shirt and a little white knitted 
skull cap, and smoking a cigar, 
accompanied the principals at the 
piano, and took the _ director’s 
podium when the chorus came on 
later. Watson Barratt, art di- 
rector, conferred with the elec- 
tricians at the right side tower 
on lighting. Rudy Brooks, stage 
manager, sat at his desk at stage 
right, while two assistanta# seated 
themselves along the edge of the 
stage at either side, one to prompt

cues, 


Frank Eschen of KSD, who has 
been attending these affairs for 
10 years to get material for his 
Sunday opera preview broadcast, 
was there watching. A scattering 
of chorus people and principals 
not needed on the stage and a 
few of their relatives sat around 
the front, but the vast open-air 
expanse of seats, dimly lighted by 
a misty sliver of a moon, seemed 
strangely bare and silent. Beis- 
man discovered a bunch of kids 
who had sneaked in and who 
identified themselves as “opera 
lovers.” “Come back and love the 
opera later in the week,” he said. 
“Beat it. Scram.” Then Kennedy 
asked over the amplifier if they 
were ready on stage. “Ready,” 
said Brooks. “All — let’s go,” 
Kennedy said. 

The lights went up on a set of 
a park street, with actors in the 
costumes of the ‘’&80s_ strolling 
about. McArthur pounded out 
the “Blue Danube” waltz on the 
piano. Gabor Carelli, tenor, came 
on, singing to his Rosalinde. The 
thing was rolling. The singing 
chorus had learned all the music 
for all 11 shows in May and had 
brushed~up during the week on 
this. The principals had started 
rehearsing the previous Tuesday, 
with their lines and music sup- 
posedly memorized to start with. 
Sets had been building all week, 
and still needed finishing touches, 
such as door latches. Costumes 
had come from a New York com- 
pany and had been fitted. The 
various components of the ma- 
chine had been put together. This 
was the oiling and tuning up pro- 
cess.

first. Kennedy immediately asked 
for a halt and inquired why the 
lamp post wasn’t lighted. Miss 
Johnson went down to te stage 
and gave some more instructions 
to people in the street throng. 
They got going again, taking it 
over from the beginning. This time 
Miss Johnson moved among the 
stage strollers, waving her arms 
in signals and pointing directions. 
Carelli sang, a postman delivered 
a letter to the house, Graciela 
Rivera as the maid took it and 
sang the letter song. It went 
through without a hitch, the stage 
revolved to show the interior of 
the house, and the prologue was 
over. Kennedy explained to me 
the prologue had been inserted to 
get some people on the stage for 
the opening. The original book of 
the operetta opened in the house, 
with the tenor singing offstage, 
and the letter song was sung in 
the house. 

While McArthur called Miss 
Rivera down to the piano for some 
instructions, I heard several of 
the persons around me calling 
each other “Blausting],” in a sort 
of running gag. They all seemed 
to think it was pretty funny, so I 
asked to get in on the joke. Beis- 
man explained it’s from “The Lost 
Waltz,” given last year, in which 
the fat producer, Blaustingl, keeps 
saying: “Nothing ever goes wrong 
with a Blaustingl production!” So 
from then on, they have been call- 
ing all these Muny Opera dress 
rehearsals “Blaustingl produc- 
tions.”

ILBUR EVANS as the gay 
W Baron on Eisenstein, and 

Brenda Lewis, as Rosalinde, 
his wife, came on, Parry 
pretty much took over the 
direction of the principals, Stage 
business and positions had been 
arranged at previous rehearsals, 
but there were frequent little in- 
terruptions for adjustments, Perry 
would whistle fof a halt, shout, 
“No, no, no!” prompt a hesitat- 
ing actor from memory. Some- 
times the actor would say, “I’m 
sorry,” for a missed cue or a late 
entrance, but always he or she 
would pick up quickly and go on, 
Once, Miss Lewis bothered with 
some long gloves, stopped to say 
to Perry, “I'll have to give her 
(Miss Rivera) the gloves.” There 
frequently was trouble with en- 
trances and exist. Actors were 
often bothered with not remem- 
bering whether a door opened in 
or out, and would struggle with it. 
Perry would shout, “Push, push!”

Another time, after Evans got 
through a little dance with Edwin 
Steffe which left him balanced 
on one leg in a sort of winged 
Mercury position, Perry suddenly 
called, “Hold it!” *Evans, stag- 
gered about, and grinned. Steffe 
took his upraised ankle so he 
could hold h_ balance, 

Perry shouted, “Miss Lewis is 
supposed to be making a change, 
and I want to know what happens 
to it!” Someone went for her, 
while Evans remained on one foot. 
She appeared hurriedly through a 
doorway, wearing a new costume 
of blue chiffon. 

A half hour was consumed mak- 
ing the scene change from the 
first to the second act, as the 
heavy scenery had to be brought 
far from the rear storage space, 

When they got going again for 
the ball scenes, the rehearsal be- 
gan to show some _ informal

touches. Many of the men of the 
singing chorus wore no shirts un- 
der their evening coats, to save 
laundry. A few were even bare- 
chbsted, which presented the 
height of incongruity. Little 
Billy Lynn, the comedian, wore 
tan shoes and half-length green 
socks with a black silk court Cos- 
tume with knee-length pantaloons, 
While Brenda Lewis sang her big 
solo, Evans stood a few feet away 
and thoughtfully shortened his 
suspenders and tucked his shirt 
tails into his trousers. 

At one point, Brenda tossed her 
elaborate headdress of ostric 
plumes and commented, “I ough 
to be singing the Valkyrie.” “How 
d’'you like my fancy get-up?” she 
asked Ruth Russell, the opera 
photographer, “It’s good,” said 
Ruth. “Good for a laugh.” “You 
mustn’t say that,” said Brenda, 
cheerfully. “You; know how sen- 
sitive I am,” nce when she 
wheedled the Baron’s trick watch 
from him as he made love to her, 
not knowing who she was, she 
slipped it down the front of her 
dress, then stopped the action and 
said impulsively, “Oh, I can’t keep 
it there!” and handed it back to 
Evans to hold. 

The big ensemble scene at the 
ball provided the most trouble, as 
usual. There were a lot of chairs 
and tables on the stage, which 
are always a problem, as they’re 
in the way. When Evans first 
told his “bat” story, there was so 
much commotion with the lackeys 
setting the tables, it was hard to 
concentrate en what he was say- 
ing. Kennedy and Perry spent 20 
minutes straightening that out, 
moving the ensemble down on a 
line with Evans and the tables 
back. Later they decided to change 
the champagne chorus number 
and the bat story in their order 
in the production, so the tables 
could be placed unobtrusively dur- 
ing the champagne song. As it 
turned out finally on first night, 
the bat story was told with every- 
body seated at the tables except 
Evans and Steffe, the character 
actor playing Dr, Falke. This 
made for much better focusing of 
attention on those two principals. 

They had to change some lines 
because. of the altered action, and 
had to determine whether every- 
one should wave champagne 
glasses during the champagne 
song. It was decided they wouldn't, 
but Kennedy changed his mind 
about that 1]..ter, and let them 
have the glasses. It was a dan- 
gerous thing to do, however, he 
explained, for a _ broken glass

They finished it quick- 
ly. Then the principals ran 
through the act. They were all 
supposed to ‘be drunk anyway, so 
their sleepy looks didn’t matter. 

It wasn’t until I saw the contrast 

of the opening night show ghat 

I realized how they were holding 

back at this rehearsal, perhaps 

unconsciously, not giving quite 
everything in vitality, sparkle and 
voice.

bid. 

Thus, when South opened his 
hand with three clubs it did not' 
matter what his object was, no’ 
how transcendental was his psy- 
chology. The fact remained that 
he was contracting for nine tricks 
with a hand that could produce. 
on the most liberal estimate. 
about five tricks. The further fact 
that he gave his partner a problem 
impossible of solution was of sec- 
ondary importance, but North 
would have had to be clairvoyant 
to visualize a hand as bad as 
South held. 

South might, have saved some 
thing from the wreck by passing 
to three spades (at least as long 
as it was undoubled), but of 
course it was hardly to be expect- 
ed that a player who would make 
such an opening bid then would 
make an intelligent pass!
